HERE’S HOW IT WORKS 
All Recyclable Items Mix Together in One Bin for Collection 

1. All recyclable items – paper, cardboard, plastic, metal and glass – need to be mixed together loosely in one bin. 
2. Lids and labels can be left on recyclable containers, which should be empty and rinsed before recycling.  
3. Recyclables must be placed in your designated recycling bin (a durable, lidded, plastic or metal container of your choice, 35 gallon 

maximum), marked with a sticker. More than one recycling bin is OK. 
4. Do not place recyclables in plastic bags for collection (shredded paper is the only exception). No strings, no bags, no trash allowed. 

Other Tips  
x Step on milk jugs, de-

tergent bottles, etc., to 
make room in the bin. 

x Cardboard must be 
flattened. If it does not 
fit in the bin, put it 
beside or under the 
recycling bin. 

x Curbside recycling 
should be out by 6 
a.m. the day of pick    
up or put out the night 
before. 

x 50 pound limit on recy-
cling bins. You can use 
more than one bin. 

x Transfer station users 
can transport recycling 
in any container and 
then must dump it 
loose into singlestream 
recycling container  or 
compactor at the sta-
tion. 

ONE EXCEPTION TO THE “NO BAG”RULE:  SHREDDED PAPER – Tie up in a clear plastic bag. Put the bag in with loose recyclables.

WINDY DAYS 
Wind is a big problem for our crews when picking up curbside recy-
clables.  If a recycling bin gets blown over and the lid comes off, the 
recyclables can blow all over, causing unsightly litter. And once a bin 
is empty, a light weight container can roll into the road. 
 
 If the weather is expected to be especially windy or stormy, consider 
holding your recycling until your next pick-up day. If you end up 
with extra materials - do not put the excess recycling into a plastic 
bag. You can use an empty cardboard box (fold the flaps to keep it 
closed), or use unmarked containers (such as a Rubbermaid tote with 
a lid) as an overflow bin. 

SNOW BANKS 
Please don’t place your container on a snow bank.  Our 
crews will not climb on snow banks to collect recyclables, 
as it is a safety concern.   

HELPFUL HINT: 
Drill holes in the bottom of your recy-
cling container so water drains through.  
Keeps recyclables drier, less freezing in 
winter, so containers don’t have excess 
weight.  Your recycling crew will 
appreciate it!

Transfer Stations 
The DSW operates eight 
transfer stations throughout 
Fulton County. Disposal of 
garbage, recycling or bulk 
metal at transfer stations is 
by permit only (sold by 
municipal town or city 
clerks).  
 
Residents can transport singlestream recycling to a 
transfer station how ever they want, from a large 
bin, (left) to a laundry basket (inset) to plastic 
bags. However, (with the exception of shredded 
paper) all recycling must be dumped loose into the 
recycling container - so if plastic bags are used, 
they should be ripped open and the empty bag dis-
posed in the garbage container provided. 

A number of items can be disposed of ONLY at the Department of Solid Waste, 847 Mud Road, Johnstown, (above), including tires, Freon units
(refrigerators & air conditioners) and fluorescent tubes (there is a charge for tires and Freon units). Textile recycling is also available at this station. Gar-
bage, recycling and bulk metal disposal at the Mud Road Transfer Station is for permitted residents of Gloversville, City of Johnstown and Town of 
Johnstown.

Every driver learns to stop and wait for school buses, slow down in construction zones, and move over for emergency 
vehicles. Please also take extra care when approaching recycling and garbage trucks to prevent accidents, injuries 
and deaths. 
 

SLOW DOWN when approaching a refuse or recycling truck making its rounds. Stop if necessary to al-
low workers to do their jobs. 
LOOK FOR WORKERS before attempting to pass the truck. 
CHECK FOR TRAFFIC approaching from the opposite direction before proceeding around. 
AVOID DISTRACTIONS like texting, talking on the phone, changing the radio station or checking your 
GPS while driving near a sanitation truck. 

Safety on the Road 

x Use extra caution when approaching garbage or recycling trucks in 
rural areas.   

x Faster speed limits and no sidewalk or terraces make it more dan-
gerous for workers.  

x Don’t try to “squeeze between” a truck stopped for pick up and in-
coming traffic.  

 

In the photos above, employees of the Dept. of Solid Waste pick up recycling. Passing vehicles 
swerving out of their lane create a hazard for oncoming traffic, as well as workers, especially at 
high speeds. Please take extra caution — trucks are well marked and have flashing lights when 
they are stopped.  

“Slow Down to Get Around” became law in New York State in 2016. Drivers are now required to slow down 
and move over for waste and recycling vehicles using their safety lights while collecting. This puts them in 

the same category as  other hazard vehicles such as police cars or fire trucks.

Recycling Dos & Don’ts 
There is a right and a wrong way to recycle. Even though well-meaning, when people put materials into 
recycling that don’t belong, it creates problems at the processing plant and contaminates the other “good 
recyclables.”  It is important to rinse food waste from containers. Don’t include prescription pill bottles, wire 
hangers, extension cords or hoses. For singlestream recycling, no plastic bags are allowed, with the ex-
ception of shredded paper. Improper items may be left at the curb.  

Corrugated Cardboard 

Corrugated cardboard should be flattened or broken down. Put 
it loose in the bin; lay flat on the ground and put the bin on top; 
or else make a “cardboard package” with one box left unbroken 
and all other boxes flattened and stacked upright. Do not tie 
cardboard in a bundle or put into a plastic bag, or you may find 
it left on the curb with an informational sticker attached.

Shredded Paper 
The only exception to the “No Plastic 
Bag” rule is shredded paper, from a 
paper shredder, which goes into a plas-
tic bag. Small bags of shredded paper 
can go in the bin. Large bags should be 
placed on the ground next to the bin. 

Overflow Container 
If your marked bin is full, and 
you have more recycling, op-
tions for an “overflow” container 
include using an unmarked 
garbage can or tote with lid 
(make sure and place it right 
beside your recycle bin.) You 
can also fill an empty cardboard 
box with loose recycling, as 
long as it has a lid or flaps, so 
recycling does not blow out. 

In Winter - please make sure your recycling bin is visi-
ble and accessible. Do not set it on top of a snow bank. 
 
Wind - Hold recyclables until your next pick up day when 
severe wind warnings are issued. 

Timing is Important 

Curbside recycling should be  
outside by 6 a.m. the day of pick 
up - or the night before.  Routes 
vary and your pick up time may 

not always be the same.
